MIAMI <UPD — Federal authori­ 
ties today attempted to identify 
a B47 military jet that alm ost 
collided in air with an Eastern 
Airlines Electra airliner Monday.

Capt. Raymond Rup- 
recht, pilot of the airliner which 
was carrying 17 passengers and 5 
crewmen, said. 
The airliner, the same type ship 
which crashed in New York's East 
River recently killing 65 passen­ 
gers. was on its w ay from Chicago 
to Miami when the near-mis* hap­ 
pened over Chat tanooga. Tenn. 
Three passengers were hospital­ 
ized here with injuries received 
when tliey were hurled to the 
floor as Ruprecht yanked his prop- 
jet into a steep climb to avoid 
a collision. .

He first came to Palm Springs 
in 1943 and was advertising man­ 
ager for the old Limelight News.

Schell had worked with 
newspapers in San Diego. Ocean­ 
side and Apple Valley'. He was 
also for many years head of ad­ 
vertising staffs for radio stations 
in Kansas and Missouri. 
During his later yearn. Scholl 
was a specialist in the produc­ 
tion of special editions for news­ 
papers from coast to coast. 
His work in this field brought 
him to Palm Springs many times 
in the past few years and he was 
appointed advertising manager of 
the Sun last fall.

To Measure

Around Earth 
CAPE CANAVERAL, H a. IÜPP— 
A alender and perfectly function­ 
ing Vanguard rocket put a 20-inch 
m iniature weather station into or­ 
bit around the earth today. 
For two weeks, the tiny sphere, 
equipped with photocells, r a d i o 
transm itters and a tape recorder, 
will m easure light reflections from 
clouds, land and sea as it drclca 
the earth 16 times in each 24 hours. 


THIS INFORMATION, stored in 
the tape recorder, will be trans­ 
m itted to earth where it will i>« 
used to make crude photographs 
ui cloud cover. 
Ultimate target for such tiny 
weather stations circling the earth 
would be to spot Atlantic hurri­ 
cane» and Pacific typhoons a n d 
greatly aid longe-range weather. 


VANGUARD, THE hard - luck 
rocket plagued by many past fail­ 
ures and boasting only one real 
success, li/tod off its launching 
pad here at 7:56 a. m. p.a.t. The 
launching looked fine. Les» than 
a nunute later, the rocket disap­ 
peared into aloud*. but the rum ble 
of its engine spilled over a widf 
area of uearby t**ache*. 
Within 10 minute», the National 
Aeronaut*» and Space Administra­ 
tion a: (ramnced t hat 
a 11 Litre# 
stages of tha rocket had fired suc­ 
cessfully. 


THEN. AT 16:18 A. M. p.s.t, 
cam e tlie announcement f r o m 
Washington that the 214 pound 
satellite was in orbit. 
The newest U. S. satellite will 
be known as Vanguard II. Al­ 
though the weather information 
part of the satellite is expected to 
function for only two weeks, tha 
tracking radio transm itter i» ex­ 
pected to continue sending sígnala 
for about four weeks, and the sat­ 
ellite itself is expected to stay ia 
orbit six months or longer. 
Vanguard project 
rocketeers, 
who have had few chances to toast 
success m the past, began a cele­ 
bration at the cape. 
IT WAS THE 10TH Vanguard 
project since tlie experiment» in 
this series began May 1, 1957. 
There have been six previous fir­ 
ings m the Vanguard test series 
and three additional firings of 
Vanguard satellite». There aro 
only three more Vanguard satel­ 
lite firings scheduled. 
Today's firing was an im portant 
new scientific effort to find out 
what gives us the kind of w eather 
we have on earth. Cram m ed into 
the 20-moh, 214-pound sphere 
were instruments to scan the 
clouds, sea and earth. The intri­ 
cate package rejiresented the first 
step toward obtaining continuous 
mappmp of the earth's weather 
system.

Taxpayers Told 
Returns Are Own 
Responsibilities 


Taxpayers are responsible for 
tiro facta aud figures set forth on 
their Federal income tax returns 
for 1958, Irwin Crowder of the 
Riverside Internal Revenue Office, 
said today. 
“ TTms m eans.” Crowder said, 
“ that no m atter who actually pre 
pares a return, or assists in pre­ 
paring it. tiie taxpayer who sings 
it bears full responsibility for it.” 
He said this warning is not in­ 
tended as a deterrent to the ser­ 
vice of qualified aocountants or 
otiiers competent to help in the 
preparation of returns. 
“Taxpayers 
should 
naturally 
furnish such professional people 
complete and accurate records to 
insure acceptable retu rn s.” 
he 
said. “ But whether the Internal 
Revenue Service or anyone else 
assists you in the preparation of 
a return, it still may be subject 
to ou h t check at a later date.”
